WILLIAM YOUNGER DIES. 
Aged Resident of Fairbury Expires 
ter a Brief Hines. 

Fairbury, 1l, Sept. 10.—(Spectal)— 
‘William Younger, one of the early set- 
ters o fthis community, passed away 
at his home in this city Saturday af- 
ternoon at one o'clock. The deceased 
was sick only a few hours, He became 
11 soon after eating his breakfast and 

past away without regaining con- 
sciousness, 

Mr, Younger was born in Woodtord 
county, Il, August 11, 1886, and wi 
the son of Benjamin and Sarah (Tur- 
ner) Younger, He was reared on bis 
father’s farm, and received such an 
education as the district schools afford- 
ed. When sixteen years of ho 
started out for himself, He came to 
[Livingston county, settling in Belle 
Prairie township, ‘south of this city. 
‘The country at that time was very 
sparsely settled and land wat 
cheap. Mr. Younger purchased 
and kept adding to it as thi 
by until at the time of his death ne 
owned many acres in this vicinity and 
Crepsey. When on the farm he was 
n breeder of fine cattle and was a>- 
cuntomed to carrying off the blue rib- 
tone at the various county fairs and 
at the state fair, At the fat stock 
show in Chicago tn 1857, his cattle took 
the “sweepstakes. premium. 

October 18, 1865, Mr. Younger was 
united in marriage to Miss Nancy Hat- 
ton, who with one daughter. Mrs, W. 
A. Gimbel, who lives outheast of this 
city, survives him, One son and one 
daughter preceded him in death, Mr. 
and Mrs. Younger moved to this city 
n number of years ago, und altho 
he had practically retired from. the 
farm he still teck a deep Interest in 
agricultural work, 

The funeral svevice will be held 
from his late home Monday afternoon 
fat three o'clock, Rev. C. 8. Davies ofi- 
clating.
